Claimed Priority

As to claim 1, the prior art on record fails to teach a circuit arrangement for 
generating sawtooth current in a cathode tube comprising: a current control circuit, two 
deflection inductors, a trace capacitor, and wherein all those elements are connected in 
the manner as disclosed in claim 1. 

As to claims 2-6, those claims are allowed by the virtue of their dependency on 
claim 1. 

As to claim 7, the prior art on record fails to teach a display device having a 
circuit for generating a sawtooth current comprising two deflection coils/inductors, a 
current control circuit, a trace capacitor, wherein all those elements are connected in the 
manner as disclosed in claim 7. 

As to claim 8, this claim is allowed by the virtue if its dependency on claim 7.
